MOUNT 
VERNON. 


The following' interesting account of the 


recent visit of the masonic fraternity of Alex- 
andria to the tomb of Washington, which has 
been briefly noticed heretofore, is extracted 
from a letter published in the Ulster, [N. Y.j 
Sentinel, written by one of the editors of that 
print, now in Congress. 
The extract com- 


mences with the departure from Alexandria 
of the Steamer COLUMBIA in which the com- 
pany had taken passage for Mount Vernon 


WT.VCUESTI:K " 


At 8 minutes past 2, the Columbia, having 


on board the fraternity, with several ladies and 
invited friends, set forward with the band 
plaving A TOLD LA^TG ST>*E. 
At 10 minutes be- 


fore 3 she came to off Fort Washington, 8 
miles below Alexandria, and a boat went a- 
shorefor the officer in command. Nearly an 
hour elapsed, and it returned without him.— 
Soon after, the Columbia dropped anchor 
within three quarters of a mile of Mount Ver- 
non, (the water being too shallow to admit 
of a nearer approach,) and at ten minutes 
past 4 we commenced landing in boats—the 
ladies first, of course. I believe! had better 
luck than most of the male visitors, and 
reached the shore while only few had set foot 
upon the sacred soil. But the Marshals were 
in possession of the narrow road that led up 
to the mansion, and absolutely forbade even 
the ladies to advance until all, including the 
band, had landed. 
On such an occasion,how- 


ever, my curiosity could not withstand the 
temptation. 
T gradually made an oblique 


movement to the right, and having, under 
cover of tLe cedars, eluded their vigilance, 
progressed slowly "along a solitary path that 
ultimately conducted me to the tomb. 


•Ah ! what shall I say of this sacred vault, 


containing the remains of our immortal Wash- 
ington—"first in war, first in peace, and 
first in the hearts of his countrymen."— 
In what language shall I describe the spot, 
where the good and the great from every 
quarter of the civilized world, have paid the 
homage of profound respect, and shed the 
tear of regret. 


The tomb of Washington is a simple struc- 


ture of brick, situated,at the verge of a slo- 
ping lawn,about one hundred paces from the 
house., It faces the east. It is enclosed with 
a rude paling of oak,and the door very plain, 
is made of pine. Four or five tall cedars, 
from six to eight inches in diameter.are grow- 
ing upon it. 
On one side, the wide lawn, af- 


fording already rich pasture, spreads out to 
' the N..W-, while on the other, towards the 
river and not far from it, the bank suddenly 
becomes steeper and is heavily timbered with 
oak, cedar, and other forest trees. As the 
vault was not to be opened, and no other in- 
ducement for delay existed, 1 rested a spell at 
the door, and then, with a few trifling relics, 
in solemn mood, wound my way along She 
path to a turreted summer-house upon the 
most elevated part of the mount. 
This ap- 


pears to be rather in a delapidated state— 
Everv part of the interior, affording a smooth 
surface, is inscribed with the names and resi- 
dence of visitors from Europe and America, 
and the settees, weather-beaten and rickety, 
have been deprived of several rundles, I 
imagine, as mementos of the place. 
Having 


sat in the seat which the colored cicerone as- 
sured me was that usually occupied by Wash- 
ington, and taken a look through his tele- 
scope, I next approached, on a gravelled 
walk, the unostentatious domicil itself. 


- Washington's house is in every sense of the 


word a plain, jiEPCutic-vx edifice—one story 
high—the threshold even with the ground— 
not equal in size or style of architecture to 
the proud mansions that line the banks of the 
Hudson. It is furnished in an ample, though 
not costly manner. 
The apartment contain- 


ing the librarvjwhich is not large, has under- 
gone no change shire his decease. The books 
are placed in a case with glass doors, and ap- 
pear to be mostly modern v.-orks,rich5y bound. 
In the hail hangs the key of the Bastile, which 
•was sent him from J'aris at the breaking 
out of the French Revolution, after the exe- 
crable prison had been demolished by She 
populace. It has three wards, and is about 
four inches in length—is well finished—ami, 
instead of an eye at the end for a handle, it 
has a simple cross bar in the form of a T.— 
From cither extremity of the main edifice, 
the kitchen, store house, servants' house, 
and other out-houses (smaller of course, lb«»' 
in external appearance t3ic «nnc.) extend in 
regular order around the icini circular car- 
riage -way, which leads WCM-H-.H <lly toward t3ac 
public road. Farther off 5s a lonjj brick sta- 
ble, flanked by other slicltera of timber for 
the storage of fodder, &c. 


The view from the portico along the eas- 


tern front is perhaps more Interesting than 
that from any other country scat in the 15. s. 
The Polomac,at Mount Vernon, is wider than 
for some distance above or below, occasioned 
by the entrance of Broad Creek on the left 
bank and a bend in its course on the right. 
Near the point thus formed by the junction 
of Broad Creek, stands Fort Washington, Ihc 
star-spangled banner praidlv \va\4n~ over 5l, 
andlern/matingthe prospect in that direction. 
3?clow, fir as the eve can reach,the glittering 
waters roll onward to the sea—vliile oppo- 
site, on the ?vfarylan<l s^OIC? ^ic green woods 
and open spaces, rising gradually fiom the 
beach to a height corresponding with that nf 
lac fort, present -an r^rec-abJc pictuc lortlie 


admirers of rural scenery. As I stood thus n 
lone upon the hallowed pavement of the por- 
tico, which had so often and often been trod 
den by the J-ATHKH or ins cou.vTiir, contem 
plating the magnificent landscape, 1 could 
not avoid repeating to myself, from a spot 
so appropriate, the subjoined verses from our 
inimitable national air.

broke louderandlouder upon the ear from the 
distant vista, and,presently, the fraternity with 
measured rnelanclioly step were seen gather- 
ing around the sepulchre of their illustrious 
Grand Master,accompanied by the proprietor 
of Mount Vernon, John A. Washington, and 
Bushrod Washington. 1 mingled with them 
to witness the mournful scene. 
But, let me

demonstrations of und'issembk'd grief. 
The 


true patriot and sincere-Christian will be con- 
tent to hear, that, after an opening prayer 
from the Grand Chaplain—addresses from the 
Grand Master, and Mr. Jenks, of Boston—and 
a concluding prayer, the fraternity repaired 
with their brother, Mr. Washington, to the 
mansion, and from thence, after a kind enter- 
tainment, to the steamboat Columbia.

From the Lancaster Journal. 


Extract from ihe Charge oj the Court to 


the Grand Jury. 


There is one subject to which we wish par- 


ticularlv to call your attention, and that is5 
the state of the highways in many parts of 
this county. A public road should not only 
be opened, but clear of obstructions from any 
cause whatever, to the width of 33 feet. — 
Dow few of our public roads, if tried by this 
standard, could be considered opened ac- 
cording to law ! But, besides this, there are 
loud and frequent complaints of inattention 
to the dutv of repairing the roads which are 
laid out. 
In many of the townships there is 


too much cause for these complaints. — 
When the constables are examined at each 
Court of Quarter Se3sions,they are asked the 
question, "Are the public roads and high- 
ways in good order and repair, according to 
law and the order of this Court ?" the an- 
swer is often given in the affirmative, with 
the qualification "so far as I know." And 
it sometimes happens, that for want of the 
requisite knowledge in the constable, roads 
in great need of amendment are totally neg- 
lected. 
In many instances, the answer is, 


"not so good as they should be, but the super- 
visors have promised to attend to them." — In 
other cases, where the constable speaks of a 
public road being in bad condition, he is di- 
rected by the Court to give the proper infor- 
mation to the prosecuting attorney, that a bill 
of indictment may be sent to the grand jury ; 
and not unfrequently he goes home without 
attending to it. 
From a variety of causes, 


this subject has not heretofore received the 
attention which its importance merits. 
As 


it is the interest of every citizen of the coun- 
tv that the highwoys should be kept in good 
order, the Court are determined, as far as it 
is in their power, that in future this business 
.shall be more faith full v attended to. 
We 


ask for your countenance and co operation. 
The constables now appointed, will be in- 
stnicted, that previously to the silting of 
each Court, it will be their dnty to Inspect 
the public roads in their several townships or 
districts ; examine them carefully, and make 
return, in writing, of their condition. 


There is, we think, an error in the course 


pursued hv many of thoFC who undertake to 
repair the highways, which might to be cor- 
rcried. Instead of prosecuting the work in 
the spring and summer inoiHhs3U 5= frequcnt- 
ly postponed until late in tin- aiilymn.

amongst our fellow-citizens, with those 
who knew our characters, who had as- 
sociated with us from youth, and min- 
gled in thesamesocial circle,such char- 
ges would pass unregarded :—but when 
•we find men, with whom we have been 
bound together in ties of the tenderesi 
friendship, bursting asunder all Chris- 
tian, social and political communion, 
and branding us with epithets, which, 
if true, would expose us to the detesta- 
tion and abhorrence of a moral commu- 
nity it is time Cor us to come forth—it 
is time for us to take a stand in the 
breach', and oppose candid and honest 
reason to the host that is arrayed a- 
painst us—to meet fearlessly those 
"false witnesses that have risen up, and 
laid to our charge things that we know 
not.'5 
We, therefore, now come before 


out: fellow citizens, and, in the most 
solemn manner, declare to thpm, that 
we are innoqent of the serious charges 
alleged against us. 


As to the abduction of Wm. Mor- 


gan, we know nothing further than 


" you do yourselves 
We disclaim all 


" knowledge, participation, or conni- 


vance, in that gross outrage upon the 
liberties of a citizen ; and would go 
as far to punish the perpetrators, 
whether Masons or otherwise, as any 
other set of men in the community.— 
The affair is as inexplicable to us as to 
von ; and all our inquiries upon the 
subject in that quarter, have afforded 
to us no more satisfaction than is pos- 
sessed by all. 
We know the fact of 


his abduction—but the reasons for it 
are to us as mysterious, as is his fate.'— 
That members of the Masonic fraterni- 
ty \vereengaged in it, is beyond a doubt; 
but the fact is also known, that the 


t Grand Chapter of New York entered 


• their solemn protest against the act, as 


every good citizen would do, when 
such a gross outrage upon the laws of 
his country was committed.* 
Sup- 


pose that a few Presbyterians, or mem- 
bers of any other religious sect in the 
state of New York, should commit 
just such an act—we ask you, would 
you commence a-crusade against the 
•whole Presbyterian Church of the U- 
niled States, and make every member 
of that Church liable for the crimes of 
a few misguided and zealous' fanatics 
in a remote'corner of the country.-— 
Surely no honest and upright man 
could uphold such an erroneous doc- 
trine—one fraught v/ith so much dan- 
ger to society. 


But it has been charged upon the 


Masonic Institution,that its obligations 
.and its principles demand the sacri- 
fice of the man who should divulge its 
mysteries. We solemnly declare, that 
no such principle is recognized by us at 
all—the highest punishment-warranted 
is expulsion from membership. 
If a ma- 


son act contrary to the regulations of 
ihe society, whilst he is a member, we 
claim the liberty which every society 
has, of declaring him no longer in com- 
munion with us. 
Further than this. 


Masonry, as we know it, cannot exer- 


cise, nor will its principles warrant.—• 
A mason is held to his brethren by 
voluntary tics alone ; and if he chooses 
to sever those ties, he can do it with 
impunity, as respects his brethren.— 
There is nothing in our Constitution or 
oiii- laws, which binds a brother to con- 
t i n u e even within the pale of a lodge 
one, moment beyond his own free will 
and pleasure. 
You all know «.? ; and 


can you believe, that we would, or could, 
under any possibility, bind ourselves to 
commit mnrilcr upon any h u m a n being, 
or 
continue members of any society

•The following preamble and resolution 


•were adopted by the Grand Chapter of New- 
York, at their communication in 1SC7:— 


Whereas, the rights of personal Hbcrt}' and 


security arc guaranteed by the free const i'n- 
tion tinder which we, the members of this 
Grand Chapter, in common with the rest of 
our fellow citizens, have the happiness Jo

Morgan : And whereas the 
principles of our ancient and honorable frater- 
nity contain nothing which, in the slightest 
degree, jnslify, or authorise such pro- 
ceedings ; but, on the contrary, <lo, \n all 
their tenets and ceremonies, cncojirsgc and 
inculcate a j«st submission to the I.TRS, the 
enjoyment of equal rights by every 3-nil5%idiial, 
and a high and elevated spirit of personal as 
•well a« national independence: Therefore, 


Kcsolvcd, by this Grand Chapter, That we 


its members, individually, arid as a bod\, do

Another most serious and impor- 


tant accusation made against us, is— 
that we are bound to support each o- 
ther, rig/iI or wrong ; and that if a Ma- 
son is guilty even of Murder and Trea- 
son, we are sworn to conceal it ; that if 
he should be upon his trial for crime, 
his brother Mason, whether judge, ju- 
ror, witness, or officer, -U*under an ob- 
ligation to screen him from condemna- 
tion and punishment. 
We lament that 


a slate of .society" should exist, which 
renders it necessary to meet such a 
charge as this in any other manner than 
with silence—but,as it does,we meet the 
, 


accusation with a prompt and unqual- . 
ified denial ; and assert, upon the faith 
of men and Christians, that we are un- 
der no obligations to support a Mason 
in wrong; that we are not bound to 
shield him from deserved punishment: 
& that if a Mason is guilty of a breach 
of the laws of our common country, 
instead of endeavoring to screen him 
from 
the penalty of his crime, we 


would be as prompt and willing as any 
others, to bring him to condign punish- 
ment. 
No, fellow citizens, it is strict- 


ly enjoined upon every Mason, to "con- 
form cheerfully to the laws of his coun- 
try ; not to be concerned in any plots or 
conspiracies against government, but 
patiently to submit to the legislative 
will; to pay respect to the civil magis- 
trate; to work diligently,live in credit, 
and act honorably with all men." 
And 


we make the appeal to every honest 
man in this community, whether he be- 
lieves that either of us would, in a court 
of justice, or elsewhere, commit wil- 
ful and corrupt perjury, to shield any 
rnan from punishment—would cast up- 
on the winds our hopes of salvation— 
and dissemble and lie in the presence of 
our Creator, to screen any criminal 
from the penalty of his crimes ? 


We are also accused of conspiring 


together, and using the influence of the 
society, to obtain political ascendancy ; 
and it. is asserted, that Royal Arch Ma- 
sons, at least, are sworn to support a 
brother for office, in preference to an- 
other of equal qualifications. 
As we 


remarked before, some of us are Royal 
Arch Masons—and we do most so- 
lemnly declare, that we know of no 
such obligation in Masonry ; that we 
never heard such a thing in a lodge of 
Free Masons ; and that the introduction 
of politics is contrary to the very na- 
ture and principles of the Institution 
To corroborate this assertion, facts are 
continually before your eyes. 
You 


have never yet seen Masons unite in 
the support of any Mason—from the 
fact, that their political feelings are not 
at all affected by the circumstance of 
their being members of the Masonic 
Institution. 


There is but one more general charge 


we shall notice—that Masonry is con- 
trary to religion, and its rites and cere- 
monies blasphemous ; and a late writer 
even calls upon all professing Chris- 
tians to come out from us, and all pi- 
ous and holy men to commune not 
with us. 
Is there any thing in our 


lives and conduct, to justify this accu- 
sation, affecting, as it does, our moral 
and religious character ? 
A number 


of us are members of the visible church, 
and professed followers of the Saviour 
of men—and we number in the ranks 
of Masonry many Divines of the most 
exemplary piety, and unbounded zeal in 
the cause of the Redeemer. Can it be, 
that we are hypocrites; that -we. are 
showing; before the world a profession 
which, in secret, we despise. ? that we 
art; laboring to subvert a cause, in 
which we have professedly embarked 
all our future and eternal hopes; that 
we are, in secret, blasjjhcming Ihe Gwl 
who made us, w3i«.st: we are, and whom 
we are hound to serve with alj ihe pow- 
e:s of -which he has made- us capable ? 
Can il be thai our fellow 


us, fellow-citizens, we would bo 


amongst the first to renounce it. 


A few words more, and we have 


done. 
We have lived amongst you for 


years; some of us have risen from 
childhood with you. 
Have we not 


given of our substance, to support our 
inestimable government, and have its 
laws efficiently executed ? 
Have we 


ever been deficient in public or in pri- 
vate charities ? 
Have we not endeav- 


ored to preserve our characters unsul- 
lied, and to act our part well as mem- 
bers of the community ? 
Have we not 


all families dependent upon our exer- 
tions for support, and upon our repu- 
tation for their's ? 
And must we now 


be disfranchised ; our characters des- 
troyed ; our business injured ; social 
intercourse broken up, and all the kind- 
ly feelings of friendship banished—be- 
cause we happen to be attached to a so- 
ciety which is charged with certain 
crimes, of which, as. above, we have so- 
lemnly declared, to you, we are not guil- 
ty ? 
To such of you as have been on 


terms of free and. familiar intercourse 
with us, or any of us, we put these ques- 
tions—can you believe us guilty of the 
foul enormities which are disposed in 
such formidable array against us ?— 
Do we deserve such persecution ?— 
Has our conduct been such, that we 
must be branded with every crime in 
the catalogue of human depravity—and 
our friends and neighbors join in the 
crusade against us ? 
We appeal to the 


conscience of every honest man in the 
community, to answer these questions 
fairly: 
And once more reiterate the 


declaration, that "in Masonry we have 
never been taught, have never observed 
or received, any thing, either in prin- 
ciple or in practice, contrary to our 
moral, or civil, or religious duly—our 
obligations toman, to our country, or 
our God."

of America, in Congress assembled, 
That, from and after ihe 3 1st clay of 
December, 1830, the duty on coffee shall 
be two cents per pound / and. from and 
after the 31st day of December. 1831, 
the duty on coffee shall be one cent per 
pound, and no more : and from and af- 
ter the 3 1st clay of December. 1S30, the 
duty on cocoa shall be one cent per 
pound, and no more. 
And that, from 


and after the 31st day of December, 
1831, the following- rates of duty, and 
710 other, shall be levied and collected 
on teas imported from China or other 
places east of the Cape of Good Hope, 
and in vessels of the United States, to 
wit : Imperial, Gunpowder, and Go- 
mee, twenty-five cents per pound ; Hy- 
son and Young Hyson, eighteen cents 
per pound ; Hysonskin, 
and other 


green teas, twelve cents ,per pound,- 
Souchong, and other black teas, except 
Bohea, ten cents per pound ; and Bohea 
four cents per pound/ and on teas im- 
ported from any other place, or in ves- 
sels other than those of the U. States, 
the following rates, to wit : Imperial, 
Gunpowder, and Gomee, thirty-seven 
cents ; Hyson and Young Hyson, twen- 
ty-seven cents,- Hysonskin, and other 
green leas, twenty cents/ Souchong, 
and other black teas, except Bohea, 
eighteen cents, and Bohea3six cents per 
pound.
